Applicant i^ipreciates that claims 4 and 6-8 have been allowed. 

The Office Action rejected daims 1, 5, and 9-10 under 35 U.S,C. 112. second paragraph. 
The Office Action rejected claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as bdng anticipated by Conley et 
al. GJ. S. Patent 6,871.257; herdnaftor Conley). Applicant has amended claims. After entry 
of the foregoing amendments, claims 1-2 and 4-10 remain pending in the present application, and 
reconsideration of those claims is respectfully requested. 



Discussion of Amendwient 

AppUcant has amended claims 1, 5, and 9-10 to overcome the rqections under 35 U;S.C. 

1 12. second paragraph. 

Applicant has also deleted "flash" to well protect the invention. The flash memory is just 
an example of Ae present invention. The present invention can he generally ^plied to die 

memory device having the large block memory. 

The commands "lOH" and "15H" have been amended with specific descriptions. In 
[0032], the command "lOH" is called "start program command" in operation fimction. In 
addition, the command "15H". according to its op«ation function described in [0036] and [0037], 
be called the "start program with data cache" couunand. This amendment does not add

Hie Office Action ngected claims 1-3 under 35 U.S.C. 102(6) as being anticipated by 
Conley. >^icant has amended claim 1 to include the featores recited in cl^ Applicant 

respectfiilly traverses the iqecttons for at least the reasons set forth bdow. 

With respect to cuireotiy amended claim 1. daim 1 recites Uiat the cunent p^e data in tiie 
data cache is shifted to the page buffer within the large block memory. This feature is at least 
not disclosed by the prior art, and is also noted by the Office Action as stated in page 6. 

Conley discloses the buffers w itbin the conttoUer. The data cache and the p age buffer 
within the large block memory of the present invention are not disclosed. 

Hieiefore. independent claim 1 is aUowable. With at least the same reasons, dependent 
claim 2 is allowable as well.

For at least the foregoing reasons, it is believed that all the p«idiDg claims 1-2, and 4-10 of 
the invention patently define ovca: the prior art and are in proper condition for allowance. If the 
Examiner believes that a telephone conference would expedite &e examination of the 
above-identified patent application, the Exammcr is invited to call the undersigned.
